Later a similar 
situation occurred when 
some black students at- 
tempted to reproduce it in 
the library copy machine. 

Furguson said the 
Columbus Plan students 
were understandably upset 
when they saw the material 
and both he and the 
assistant principals talked 
to the students about it. He 
said several of the black 
students didn't want to 
‘remain in the school that 
day and although he en- 
couraged them to remain 
there, some went home, 
but most went to their 
classes. 

Furgason said he ad- 
dressed the student body 
over the public address 
system about the incident, 
stating that the material 
was. passed out by 
someone who was not 
thinking, that it was very 
derogatory and that he was 
sorry it ‘occurred at the 
school.

knockout punch. This for 
the most part attributable 
to tight editing; tight 
editing is like a tight boxer, 
too often missing an op- 
portunity to take advan- 
tage of-a-situation: 

The . autobiographical 
movie, taken from the best 
selling book, “The 
Greatest,"’ written by 
Muhammad Ali, who is 
easily the’ most gifted, 
pompous and colorful 
boxer the fight game has 
ever known, details Ali in 
fine form, but fails to bring 
the essence of Ali to the 
screen; we do not clearly 
see the inner drive and 
strength that propels a 
Louisville ghetto youth to 
the championship of the 
world in the heavyweight 

~ division: 

We do see the former 
Cassius Clay learning 
about discrimination in a 
Louisville restaurant, and 
then scurrying out and 
throwing his Olympic 
medal into the river. 

“All of this stuff about 
the American. dream_ is 
phony,” a hurt young Clay 
Says to a startied friend 
who has witnessed the 
drowing of the medal. 
Clay, if not becoming an 
outright militant, does 
recognize the extent of his 
championship status in the 
South in the early 60's. 

Clay grows up and 
bécomes well known in 
Louisville and is 
introduced to the Muslim 
sect.

Census Bureau indicating that more 
white families than black receive’ welfare 
raised eyebrows in many quarters and 

“met. with downright disbelief in others, 
This is not surprising in that a large num- 
ber of people in this country — black and 
white — honestly believe that blacks have 
cornered the market on’ welfare. 

The U.S. Census reports that 28 
million white families received public 
assistance in 1974 compared with 1.5 
million black families: Indeed, the total 
number of poor white families in \975 
was far greater (3.8 million)than the total 
of poor black families (1.5 million). 

Part of the confusion and ignorance on 
this issue restswith our failure to 
recognize that although proportionately

We are going to do better by blacks in 
upper level appointments and promotions, 
said the new Chairman of the US. Civil 
Service Commission, Dr. Alan K. Camp- 
bell, at. a news. conference here last week. 

The other new members of the three- 
man Commission are: Mrs. Ersa H. Poston, 
widow: of Ted Poston and a member of the 
New York Civil Service Commission until 
her Garter appointment, and Jule--M. 
Sugarman, Atlanta’s chief administrative 
officer under Mayor Maynard Jackson un- 
til he came to the Commission. 

Mrs. Poston is the second black to serve 
on the Commission, The first was James E. 
Johnson, a California insuranceman who 
was appointed Vice Chairman of that 
agency by President Nixon in 1969. 

Or. Campbell was dean of the Lyndon B. 
Johnson School of Public Affairs of the 
University of Texas when he received his 
appointment. Before going to Texas in 
January, he was dean of the Maxwell 
School of Citizenship and Public Affairs, 
Syracuse University. 

His promise is that the Commission will 
accelerate the appointments upgrading of 
blacks who were held at the very bottom 
of the Civil Service ladder until 1961 when 
President Kennedy began opening the 
door to upper grades. 

A current unofficial report indicates that 
minorities now hold 7.1 percent of the 
$20,000 to $54,000 a-year positions in the 
Federal Government. Only 5.5 percent of 
the minorities and about three percent of 
the blacks held such positions when the 
last official report was compiled in Novem- 
ber of 1975. 

In that report,at the top level of the 
General Schedule, only eight of the 420 
employees in GS-18 positions were black. 
At the bottom level, however, 98,000 or 
nearly 60 percent of the 175,164 blacks un- 
der the General Schedule were in grades 

GS-1 through GS-5. But only 346,000 or 30 
percent of the 1,138,010 white employees 
were in these low grades. 

The-—proportions—-remained—about the 
same under all pay systems in the 1975 
report with ‘a total of 384,652 blacks, 
122,639 Spanish, indian-and Oriental em- 
ployees, and 1,911,229 whites. . 

Among the agencies, the Postal Service 
hired the largest number of blacks, 
113,448; -Defense was second with

“106,066; and Health, Education and 
Welfare came third with 29,976. 

At the bottom were Intérior with only 
3,079 blacks out of 66,724 employees, 
National Aeronautics .and Space with 
1,233 out of 24,766 and Agriculture with 
5,656 blacks out of 85,088 employees. 

Percentagewise, General Service Ad- 
ministration led with 13,068 or 35 percent 
of its 36,756 employees being black; Labor 
.was second with 26.4 percent; and the 
Veterans. Administration was third with 
25.3 percent. 

By regions, blacks held only about 10 
percent of the government jobs in the 
South where they make up nearly 20 per- 
cent of the population. In the North, where 
blacks account for about 12 percent of the 
population, they held 18 percent of -the™ 
positions; and in the West, where they 
make up five percent of the population, 
bie held 10 percent of the jobs. 

owever, in the Washington area, (D.C., 
Maryland and Virginia) blacks held 
137, or nearly 30 percent of the 428,000 
positions. But as in all regions, blacks 
were mostly at the bottom levels. 


Black Women’s Gains 


Another aspect of the rise of women in 
corporate jobs is the hidden secret that 
black women's gains have been limited. 
White women and black women alike have 
been victims of gender discrimination and 
now that sex-based bias is lessening, con- 
trary to the two for one theory, black 
women remain subject to radical 
discrimination - the double jeopardy of 
being black and female: 

Sometimes | think that the way the 
executive job pie is being split is a 
deliberate attemp to foment friction among 
the-three most affected groups - white 
women, black women and black men, I've 
often encountered resentment by in- 
dividuals in one of those groups directed 
against another of the groups. I've seen 
some black men convinced some black 
women executive is getting a job that 
should be his, black women angry about 
white women's promotions, and _ white 


“women threatened by black competition 


for the jobs she wants. 

Everyone is so busy protecting their 
own newly acquired turf, they. fail to see 
that white males still have preference for 
all the jobs that count. 

It's a tangled situation and often a sad

A closer examination of the census 


reports reveal that in 1975, 62 percent. of. 


the-families receiving food stamps. were 
white compared with 35 percent black. 
Among poor, matriarchal families, 22 per- 
cent of black mothers work compared 
with. -six- percent-of-their counterparts, 
and_ in 1975, . 21.1 percent. of--black 
families were below the poverty level 
while only 7.7 percent of white families 
were so classified. 

Indeed, our--discomfort with the

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Dems Tantalizing Rhodes 


With veto-proof power-firmly in their grips in both 
the Ohio pia at joa House of Representatives, the 
Democratic leadership is literally having a ball in sen- 
ding bills to Republican Gov. James A. Rhodes, on 
which, under the present circumstances, they know 
he'll be reluctant to exercise his veto authority. 

The bill tiberalizing Ohio's voter registration laws 
wnicn allow citizens to register and vote on Election 
Day, sent to Rhodes last Thursday, is a case in point. 

ecognizing that the Democrats with their veto- 
proof power and just itching for a chance to really 
flex their veto muscles, Rhodes is most likely to use 
his only other alternative: allow the-bill to become law 
without his signature. 

Backed by Se Democratic Party and .organized 
labor, one of their strongest allies, the bill would 
require registration in all 88 counties and make it per- 
manent. Under the present law, re-registration is 
required only if a person fails to vote in two years. 

But in addition to providing the one stop Election 
Day registration-voting, the bill establishes various 
methods of signing up to vote, including by mail, 
alternate county offices, in house-to-house 
solicitation and at deputy motor vehicle registrar's of- 
fices. 

It is ironical that the chief sponsor of the bill, Rep. 
Tony P. Hall (0-Dayton), was defeated in his race for 
Secretary of State by Republican Ted W. Brown in 
1974, Brown testified against the bill in committee, in- 
sisting that it would lead to widespread fraudulent 


voting: 


Although they obviously knew they were 
tignting a losing battle, Republican Lawmakers 
vigorously opposed the bill during the House and 
Senate debates, in what they termed “laying the 
groundwork for a lawsuit" when the bill becomes law. 
Republicans were forced to take the above stand 
after Democrats, through a tactful maneuver, blocked 
_-the--possibility. of .a.public. referendum by tacking an 
appropriation of $2.3 billion to the bill ostensibly to 
cover the increased cost to county boards of election. 
An appropriation cannot be placed on the 
ballot as a: referendum. 
As previously speculated, Rhodes, as the old ex- 
pression goes, “knows what side his bread is buttered 
on,” so he may not veto this particular bill. But it’s a 
cinch that he will be laying in the bushes waiting for 
them to send him a bill that left some Democrat mem- 
bers grumbling when enacted. Then -he'll swing. his 
razor sharp veto ax. : 
__While-this-suggestion-is-mere-specutation,; with: the 

gubernatorial election coming up next year, it’s a 
pretty safe bet that Rhodes will test his veto-proof 
power before this session of the Genéral Assembly 
adjourns.

~ Thos® are the kinds of issués that count, and those 
who think social concerns amount to betraying the 
Party's traditional philosophy are wrong. The Party 
has always had leaders concerned with poor people 
but their-counsels have not been followed. 

And the Party has not met the challenge of coming 
up with solutions to such problems within the 
framework of its traditions. If Republicans believe 
private initiative and decentralization are viable tools 
to resolve national problems, they should come up 
with programs and specific actions that embody such 
solutions.

to his rival. 

It must be noted that he 
was careful about that 
because he might be mur- 
dered for defacing the girl 


of a prominent tIndian 
family, but it was. the 
custom.

Inflation is a serious 
problem in the countries 
Gouke visited. Between 
1965 and 1973 annual in- 
flation rates ranged from’ 
highs of 15.2 per cent in 
Zaire and 10 per cent in 
Mali_to 3.4.per_cent in 
Kenya. 

Gouke“points out that in- 
flationary monetary policy 
and excessive government 
spending are major con- 
tributing factors to the 
Spiraling cost of goods and 
services in the 10 coun- 
tries. 

“Inflation is the by-- 
product of monetary policy 
when the increase in the 
money supply is greater 
than the increase in gross 
domestic. product,” Gouke 
writes. . 

Figures for the 10 coun- 
tries show that the money 
supply significantly ex- 
ceeded the GDP between 
1965 and 1973. Figures 
also reveal excessive 
government spending in 
comparison with the r- 
centage of the DP 
represented by the govern-

Houston, who was not 
feeling well during the in- 
terview Monday, said it's 
not easy to be 103 years 
old. 

“It’s a strain,” she said. 
“| feel bad all the time.” 

In spite of feeling bad, 
Houston didn’t duck a 
question during the inter- 


view. 

Born in-Mitchell County, 
Ga., she recalled some of 
her earliest childhood 
memories. 

Her father died when she 
was. eight years old, she 
said, and her mother got 
sick just after that. She had 
to wash the clothes by 
taking them to a spring 
and then boiling them. 
Cooking, she said, was 
done on a fireplace and 
when you had to bake, you

Asked how she managed 
to live so long, Houston 
| did not hesitate with her 
reply: -

yours alone. | treat 
everyone like | wish to be 
treated. 

“| don't chew tobacco, 
dip snuff or smoke,” 
Houston added.
